The rarelossress ot' some ol 
us in the matter of irrigation 
is a decided menace to our nei¬ 
ghbors at times, and causes 
anything but the best of feel¬ 
ings in oil) midst. 

To be forced to travel three 
or four blocks out of our way 
nearly all summer beca ise of 
carelessness in this lespect. 
does not always go very well, 
and certainly should not be nec¬ 
essary. Everyone appreciates 
the value of the irrigation 
water for our lawns and gard¬ 
ens, and none of us would like 
to lie without it, but we realty 
should try and take care of n. 
and see that in our using it, 
we do not become a nuisance t > 
our neighbor, and cause K ' 
town needless expense in the 
matter of culverts and road 
making. 

If gardens are difficult to 
water, everyone should endea ■ 
or to make a cut back into the 
ditch s n that the water could 
keep on its way. Down in the 
end of town near the elevators, 
there are streets that are hard 
lv ever passable during the sum 
mer. because of Overflowing ir¬ 
rigation water. The streets on 
which most of the grain finds 
its way to the elevators, is 
blocked a good portion of tin' 
summer, and i s so water logg d 
in the fall that a few heavy 
loads cut right through and 
makes a series of bog holes and 
ruts for blocks. 

We all like good roads, and 
we are trying to maintain them 
But streets that are continually 
flooded wit . irrigation watei 
cannot be kept in any decent 
.condition. It may be r. criminal 
JjSfence to flood a public high¬ 
way, but whether it is or not 
we should have sufficient civic 
pride to endeavor to keep the 
water in the ditches where it 
belongs, "hen we do not hate 
it on ouc gardens, etc. We may 
be benefiting our land by allow 
ing it to flood all over the 
streets, but we are hardly plav 
ing fair with our neighbors. If 
it is faulty ditches that should 
be kept up by the town, report 
it, and they will likely'be repair¬ 
ed. If its our own carelessness 
and lack of attention, then v.e 
should reform, and assist IV' 
civic officials in keeping our 
streets, walks and thorough¬ 
fares, clean and free front un¬ 
necessary mud and damage.

azine; and that, therefore, lie i 
putting on YOUR shoulders th 
burden of creating and main¬ 
taining sales. 

Clearly, it is not RIGHT th; 
you should he required t re¬ 
mote the sale of a product in 
the territory served by i! : 
newspaper, without receivi 
from the manr. r ncturer the 


same kind and degree of sales 
assistance which he is giving 
retailers resident in cities 
where he s spending a lot of 
money on local advertising. 

Quite too often manufactur¬ 
ers don’t want to advertise in 
local weekly newspapers, saying 
that it costs too much. They 
forget, however, that their sal-
